WHEN CIVIC LEADERS originally pitched 
the idea of a Minneapolis Super Bowl, they 
bandied economic impact numbers in the 
$500 million range. But like most corporate 
welfare schemes, the fine print is about to 
taketh away.

For those of a certain age, the return of 
Robert Wilson is a drop - everything- 
and-go event. The avant-garde theater 
director (Einstein on the Beach) has 
collaborated with varied talents including 
the late Merce Cunningham, Lou Reed, 
Philip Glass, and Lady Gaga. Perhaps 


in an effort to create an immersive 
exhibition environment not unlike that 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art’s 
Costume Institute (best known for 
radically altering our sensory experience 
with shows like “Alexander McQueen: 
Savage Beauty” and “China: Through 
the Looking Glass”), Mia invited Wilson 
to help create 10 galleries that explore 
an aspect of life within China’s imperial 
palace during the Qing dynasty, which 
ruled for more than 250 years.

Hugely influential in sparking the 
martial-arts craze that swept through 
America in the 1970s, Shaw Brothers 
Studio was foremost among the Hong 
Kong production companies that defined 
the kung fu genre. Overseen by two 
brothers, Run Run and Runme Shaw, 
the studio specialized in mythic tales 
of preternaturally skilled fighters, often 
seeking revenge against a formidable 
army of villains. Honoring that legacy, 
Trylon Cinema is screening rare 35mm 
prints courtesy of film collector Dan 
Halsted. The series opens with The 36th 
Chamber ofShaolin (1978), an epic tale 
of a young man who dedicates himself 
to mastering the shaolin arts in order 
to avenge the oppressed. Vengeance 
also propels The 8 Diagram Pole Fighter 
(1984), wherein an aspiring Buddhist 
must set aside his pacifist vows to oppose 
the forces that destroyed his family.

T hose of us unfamiliar with 
Lebanese politics over the past 
century will probably miss out 
on countless subtleties in The 
Insult, but ultimately this is a univer¬ 
sal film. It’s a simple tale that becomes 
increasingly complex: two men at odds 
over something as small as a drainpipe, 
and the massive ramifications of their 
feud. While it’s an inherently Leba¬ 
nese picture—the country’s first to be 
nominated for a Best Foreign Language 
Oscar—it’s not hard to imagine some¬ 
thing similar taking place in our own 
backyards. 

Mechanic Tony Hanna (Adel Karam) is 
a staunch supporter of Lebanon’s Chris¬ 
tian Party, and a soon-to-be father. Yasser 
Salameh (Kamel El Basha) is a foreman 
working to fix up Tony’s neighborhood. 

On the day of the insult, Tony is wash¬ 
ing off the balcony of his second-story 
apartment, and his illegal drainpipe 
splashes water on Yasser. He goes to 
speak with Tony about fixing the pipe, 
but Tony hostilely turns him away. Yasser 


fixes it anyway and Tony comes out and 
smashes the new setup to pieces. Yasser 
calls Tony a “fucking prick.” 

Though we may not yet fully grasp the 
underlying issues here, we can gather that 
Tony’s problem goes beyond the drainpipe. 
Tony, a Lebanese national, will later con¬ 
cede in court that he knew Yasser was a 
Palestinian refugee because of the way he 
spoke. He goes to Yasser’s boss and demands 
an apology, but Yasser, who laments Pal¬ 
estinians’ place in the Arab world, cannot 
bring himself to say he’s sorry. Tony needles 
him before saying, “I wish Ariel Sharon 
had wiped you all out.” Enraged, Yasser 
punches Tony in the stomach, breaking 
two ribs and setting off two trials that will 
soon garner national attention. 

In the aftermath, The Insult raises ques¬ 
tions about identity, religious intolerance, 
geopolitics, and so much more—which 
makes the inciting incident all the more 
ridiculous and all the more profound. The 
drainpipe in retrospect becomes a symbol 
of battlegrounds past, and it’s a past the 
two men learn they’d rather have left alone. 

Director Ziad Doueiri, who was arrested 
by Lebanese police in Beirut shortly after

the film’s premiere at the Venice Film 
Festival (he was later released), does 
a masterful job weaving together The 
Insult’s many ideological threads. The 
story continually challenges assumptions. 
The trickiness of the plot stands to illumi¬ 
nate the objective wrongness of various 
-isms, but it also allows for empathy on 
both sides of the situation. 

As with many minor arguments and many 
larger post-colonial conflicts, there’s fault to 
go around, and Doueiri seems more inter¬ 
ested in exploring causes than in placing 
blame. While the trial grows more divisive, 
the two men at its center find themselves 
to be more alike than they’d imagined. 

The Insult gets so many things right, and 
its Oscar nod is well deserved. Equal parts 
intriguing plot and deft characterization, 
this is a story that transcends language and 
national boundaries. Don’t be surprised if 
you see an American remake somewhere 
down the line. B3

Penumbra and CTC team up for a colorful trip to Oz

a 'Y' ’m not usually one for adapting 
I Eurocentric endeavors and put- 
I ting an African-American spin 
A on them,” said Lou Bellamy as 
he prepared to direct Penumbra Theatre’s 
latest show, “but this one is different.” 

It’s true: There’s nothing quite like The 
Wiz, the 1974 Wizard of Oz adaptation that’s 
become a classic of musical theater and a 
landmark of African-American culture. It 
was a natural for the inaugural collabora¬ 
tion between Penumbra and the Children’s 
Theatre Company, which is now hosting 
the star-studded co-production. 

Bellamy took inspiration from the Great 
Migration, depicting Dorothy (American 
Idol star Paris Bennett) as being whisked 
away from the Kansas farm of Aunt Em 
(Greta Oglesby) and Uncle Henry (Dennis 
W. Spears) to the thrilling and terrifying 
city of New York. Projected maps track 
Dorothy’s journey from Coney Island to 
the Apollo Theater as she heads uptown 
in search of the Wiz (T. Mychael Rambo). 

A tornado, portrayed here by a corps 
of silver-clad dancers, is an apt metaphor 
for this whirlwind of a production, which 
skips quickly along from one set piece to 
another. The focus is less on storytelling 
than on pure energy, with music director 
Sanford Moore blasting his band right on 
down the road while aboisterous ensemble 
tags along for the ride. 

Dwight Leslie, Spears, and Rudolph Sear- 
les III make a fun trio as the Scarecrow, Tin 
Man, and Lion, respectively. The Wiz is a 
big show for the Lion, and Searles finds a

warm chemistry with the confident Bennett 
Glinda is played by Jamecia Bennett (yes, 
Paris’ mom), who sings to her daughter in 
a manner that acknowledges their shared 
strength. We’ve got this, their smilingglances 
seem to say, and indeed they do. 

It’s Rambo, though, who connects most 
directly with the audience. In part that’s 
because when he emerges from behind his 
smoke and mirrors, he has the benefit of a 
relatively quiet scene that gives him room 
to build that rapport. Aimee Bryant also 
has some nice moments as Addaperle, the 
story’s most relatable witch. As Evillene, on 
the other hand, even the powerful Oglesby 
is nearly swamped by the steampunk she¬ 
nanigans unfolding all around her. 

As is often the case at CTC, the show’s 
technical accomplishments are so over the 
top that they consume some of the cast’s 
oxygen. Mathew LeFebvre’s costumes are 
elaborate and virtuosic, from dancing yel¬ 
low brick roads (complete with flashing 
construction lights) to Munchkins who 
are so outrageously colorful, they make 
Candyland look like an insurance office. 
It’s certainly eye-popping, but a more 
restrained approach might have served 
the performers better. 

Although these two companies are 
still learning how to play to each other’s 
strengths, this Wiz is a production that 
pulses with life. B3

GO OFF THE GRIDIRON 

Experience Minnesota music like a local in these seven music venues

"W" f you’re a music fan who wants to 

I spend as much money as possible to 

I stand in a room with as many people 
A as possible, Super Bowl weekend is a 
dream come true. 

From the newly refurbished Armory in 
downtown Minneapolis, where Jennifer 
Lopez will perform and Diddy will convene 
his all-star “Player’s Ball,” to Mystic Lake 
Casino out in Prior Lake, which offers Gwen 
Stefani and the Chainsmokers, it’s gonna be 
a weekend of big crowds and bigger ticket 
prices. And who are we to judge? If you’re 
itching to drop $2K for a VIP pass to see 
Future and Cardi B at Myth, that’s between 
you and whoever signs off on your corporate 
expense account. 

But if you’re in town for the extended 
weekend and you’d like to slip away from 
the hubbub for a bit, nurse a reasonably 
priced beer, and experience Minneapolis 
the way locals do—or if you’re a local your¬ 
self looking for a sociable place to hide out 
till the madness subsides—we’ve got a few 
excellent options for you. After all, the glitz 
and excitement of downtown Minneapolis 
will be right there waiting, whenever you 
want to dive back in. 

The Hook and Ladder Theatre & Lounge 

Just south of Lake Street, this intimate 
venue is spotlighting Minnesota talent all 
weekend long. On Thursday night, you can 
catch local rock institutions Tina and the 
B-Sides, who’ve been at it for nearly two 
decades now. Friday is the MinnesotaHome- 
grown Showcase, headlined by breakout 
band the Bad Man, known for their wild 
saxophone accompaniment and even wilder 
frontman. And Saturday the stage belongs 
to the Black-Eyed Snakes, a bluesy, rowdy 
garage band fronted by Alan Sparhawk of 
Low.

Icehouse 

Near downtown in the south Minneapolis 
restaurant district some of us old-timers still 
refuse to call “Eat Street,” this stylish club 
typically showcases the more improvisa- 
tional side of a variety of genres: hip-hop, 
electronic music, jazz, and rock. If you want 
to know where Minnesota hip-hop and 
soul is headed in 2018, your attendance is 
required on Thursday night, when Greg 


Grease, Muja Messiah, and Lady Midnight 
perform. You can catch guitarist Zacc Har¬ 
ris, City Pages’ 2017 Best Jazz Artist, for 
free on Friday and Saturday in the early 
evening. And on Sunday itself, the Twin 
Cities’ premiere Tom Petty tribute band, 
All Tomorrow’s Petty, will ensure that you 
don’t have to watch the Super Bowl like a 
refugee.
